A  Centre,  under  the  management  of  the  County  Council,  is 
held  at  the  Parochial  Hall,  Lancaster  Road,  at  2.p.m.  on  Ihursdays. 

OFFICERS. 


Your  Health  Officers  are  S.A.Nield-PauUmer ,  L.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P. , 
etc.,  who  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  a  part-time  Officer, 
and  Sydney  H.  Senior,  C.R.S.I.,  etc.,  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
is  also  part-time  jointly  with  his  appointment  as  your  Surveyor. 

The  salaries  of  these  Officers  are  met  as  to  one  half  by 
contribution  from  the  County  Council. 

Officers  of  the  County  Council  carry  out  the  routine- inspection 
of  oa^tie-fe-p  tubero-ulooi s,  and  inspections  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938.  Veterinary  inspectors  can  be  called  in  at  the 
request  of  the  M.O.H.  The  sampling  of  milk  for  School  Children 
and  inspections  under  the  Shops  Act,  1912-193^*  are  done  your 
Sanitary  Inspector.
